The Secretary announced the result of the letter ballot 
on the question whether or not the Society shou!d endors 
the bill before Congress to establish the metric system of 
weights and measures in the United States. Of 421 quali- 
fied voters, only 153 sent in ballots: of these 130 were in 
favor of and 23 were opposed to such endorsement It 
was voted, on motion of Mr. Modjeski, that a committee 
shou:d be appointed to draft the expression of the opinion 
of the Society in regard to this bill. This is to be pre 
sented at the next meeting, and after approval by the 
Society will be sent to Washington. 

INTERNATIONAL MINING CONGRESS.—This organ 
ization held its fifth annual convention at Butte, Mont., 
during the week beginning Sept. 1. The closing session 
was held on Sept. 5. This fifth convention marks an 
epoch in the history of the congress; the old organization 
virtually terminates its existence and gives way to the 
“American Mining Congress,’’ an incorporated society, 
whose fleld and aims are quite different from those of the 
old congress. The change came as the result of the report 
of the committee on permanent organization. This report 
recommended that the congress organize by forming a 
corporate body under the name of “‘American Mining As 
sociation;’’ further, that membership in the new organiza 
tion be restricted to those directly interested in mining; 
that members should pay annual dues of a fixed amount, 
etc. This report was adopted after strong opposition, certain 
modifications in details being incorporated; the new name 
of the organization contains the word ‘‘congress’’ in place 
of ‘‘association,’’ and a class of associate members, not 
entitled to vote, is provided for in addition to that of active 
members. The new association will make it one of its 
principal objects to agitate the formation of a United 
States department of mining; beyond this it will watch 
over mining legislation, etc., and will in a general way 
look to the interests of mining and connected industries 

The officers chosen for the next year are the following: 
President, J. H. Richards, of Idaho; Vice-Presidents, S 
W. Russe‘l, of South Dakota, E. R. Buckley, of Missouri, 
and T. E. Ewing, of California; Secretary, Irwin Mahon, 
of Pennsylvania, re-elected; Treasurer, C. W. Goodale, of 
Montana. It has been decided that the next meeting, in 
1903, shall be held somewhere in the Black Hills region 
of South Dakota, the city at which the sessions will be 
held to be selected later.

AMERICAN SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—At the 
first meeting after the summer recess, a paper was pre- 
sented by Mr. R. C. MecCalla on the subject, “‘Improve- 
ment of the Black Warrior, Warrior and Tombigbdee 
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Rivers in Alabama.’’ The paper describes work projected 
process of construction to canalize the rivers 


ed, for the purpose of obtaining ‘‘a waterway for the 


transportation of coal in barges of 6-ft. draft from the 
Warrior coal fields to the Gulf of Mexico by a slack- 
water system of locks and dams."’ The total cost of the 


work will be about $5,400,000. The paper describes the 


work at great length, and at the close it discusses briefly 


the economic features of the improvement, its probable 
effect on the territory which it directly affects, ete 
There were several written communications in the sec 


retary’s hands discussing the paper, and thes® were taken 
up first Capt. Wm. L. Sibert, whose communication 
touched upon the technical matters brought out in the 
paper, criticised a number of the details of the work. He 
preferred to locate the locks in wide, straight reaches; 
if necessary to place them in bends, they should be on 
the concave bank, as, if the lock be on the convex side, 
the greater difficulties of navigation are balanced by no 
special advantages. He then referred to guide walls and 
guards, and gate details, criticising the methods and 4e- 
signs’as described in the paper. He entirely approved, 
however, of the conclusion to employ fixed instead of 
movable dams. Movable dams are frail structures at 
best, and are easily interfered with by ice, as in case of 
the Davis Island dam in the Ohio. The use of movable 
dams should be limited to rivers where there is, in general, 
enough water for navigation in winter. 

Mr. Geo. Y. Wisner discussed the economic features of 
the improvement. He strongly maintained that the ex- 
penditure of public money for canal work is not justified 
unless an adequate return can be shown, and gave it as his 
opinion that such return could not be looked for in the 
present case. In passicg, Mr. Wisner characterized the 
Hennepin Canal as a flagrant example of absolute waste 
of public money. In the present case, he thought that 
the railroad rate with which the waterway will compete 
is not an unreasonable one. The estimated transportation 
cost on the canal, 4% mill per ton-mile, does not cover 
fixed charges. On the Erie Canal the rate is 2 mills; in 
contrast to this, on a certain section of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Ry. the total cost of transportation is only 2% 
mills, which will figure out as lower than the cost on the 
Erie Canal rate, and the Pittsburg & Lake Erie Ry. car- 
ries ore between Conneaut and Pittsburg for as low as 
114 mills per ton-mile. The paper gives no data on which 
maintenance and operating charges could be based, but 
making certain (specified) assumpt:ons, with 24-hour ser- 
vice and 1,000,000 tons annual traffic, the fixed charges 
would be 50 cts. per ton, which, if added to the trans- 
portation cost, would bring the total up to nearly the 
railroad rate. As it could easily be shown that there 
would be no general pubic benefit resulting from this 
canal work, the charge for maintenance and operation 
should be borne by the traffic. 

Mr. D. A. Watt, taking up the technical side of the pa- 
per, commendad the omission of the timber platform over 
the piles in the lock-wall foundations, and the placing 
of the concrete directly around the pileheads. As regards 
the timber dock-floors adopted, however, he disagreed; 
the safest way to secure a sufficient floor and at the same 
time guard against seepage seemed to him to be the use 
of .nverted arches of masonry. No underdrains should 
then be used, but the seepage water left to force its Way 
out 

Two further communications discussing the paper were 
postponed. In oral discussion, Mr. E. P. North returned 
to the economic importance of the improvement. He 
made an extended argument for canals as regulators of 
railway rates. Taking as his example the Sault Ste. Marie 
Ship Canal, he compared the improvement of this channel 
with the development of the region to the south and west 
and traced its increase in population, its increase in gen- 
eral wealth, and the decrease in railway rates to the im- 
provements of the lockage facilities at the Soo. 

Mr. North’s arguments were briefly replied to by other 
speakers; among other things it was pointed out that in 
foliowing such a line of argument it is necessary to con- 
sider the probable markets as well as the resources of 
the territory affected.
